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38th  Annual  Service  Of  Contemporary  Liturgical  Music 
Features  Early  Music  Of  Max  Helfman 

On  Friday  night,  December  18  at  8:30  P.M.,  the  congregation  will  gather  to  hear 
and  to  participate  in  the  38th  Annual  Service  of  Contemporary  Liturgical  Music.  This 
service  is  an  eagerly  awaited  event  on  the  synagogue  calendar  and  in  the  Jewish  music 
community. 

The  music  featured  on  that  evening  will  be  that  of  Max  Helfman,  long  recognized 
as  the  outstanding  composer  of  20th  century  Jewish  music.  Much  of  the  work  to  be 
presented  on  that  evening  will  be  music  composed  early  in  his  career,  which  has  remained 
largely  unknown  and  unpublished,  but  which  has  been  made  available  to  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
by  Max  Helfman’s  widow,  Florence. 

Cantor  Lefkowitz  observed  that  it  is  interesting  to  see  the  seeds  of  the  later,  mature 
work  of  this  great  creative  artist  in  these  early  pieces.  Tire  genius  of  Max  Helfman  lay  in 
his  ability  to  write  music  which  was  distinctly  new  but  which  retained  the  richness  and 
authenticity  of  the  ancient  Hebraic  tradition.  Always  present  in  his  work  is  exquisite 
melody,  a  clarity  of  structure  and  an  elegance  of  expression. 

Many  members  of  our  congregation  will  recall  that  Max  Helfman  was  the  conductor 
of  this  service  for  many  years. 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  will  be  joined  by  Abraham  Kaplan  conducting  the  Syna¬ 
gogue  Concert  Choir  with  Neil  Robinson  at  the  organ.

Member  Of  U.S.  Delegation 

At  International  Conference 

Will  Report  To  Congregation  At 

Friday  Night  Service,  November  13 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  United  States  Delegation  that 
participated  in  the  International  Liber¬ 
ators  Conference  at  the  State  Department 
in  Washington,  D.C.  from  October  26  to 
28, 1981. 

Invited  to  the  conference  were  official 
delegations  from  13  countries,  including 
countries  of  the  Eastern  Bloc.  The  largest 
delegations  came  from  England,  France, 
the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United  States. 
Members  of  the  delegations  consisted  of 
those  who  had  served  in  the  armies  that 
liberated  the  survivors  of  the  Nazi  concen¬ 
tration  camps  in  Germany,  Austria,  Poland 
and  Czecho-Slovakia  toward  the  end  of 
World  War  II. 

The  conference  was  convened  by  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Council. 
At  plenary  sessions  eyewitness  accounts  of 
the  liberation  were  given  by  the  partici¬ 
pants.  Historians,  archivists  and  members 
of  war  crimes  tribunals  were  involved  in 
the  discussions.  Also  included  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  were  a  reception  in  the  Diplomatic 
Rooms  of  the  State  Department  and  a 
dinner  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution. 

Rabbi  Nadich  participated  in  the  open¬ 
ing  session  on  the  first  evening  and  was  a 
speaker  in  a  panel  discussion  on  the  second 
afternoon  in  which  Roman  Catholic  and 
Protestant  military  chaplains  of  World 
War  II  and  theologians  participated.  He 
will  present  an  account  of  this  unusual 
conference  —  the  first  of  its  kind  —  at 
the  first  late  Friday  night  service  of  the 
winter  season,  the  service  in  honor  of  New 
Members,  on  November  13  at  8:30  P.M.

New  Sculptured  Gates 
A  Work  Of  Art 

Just  in  time  for  the  High  Holy  Days  our 
new  school  building,  a  national  award 
winner  and  praised  by  the  architecture 
critic  of  the  NEW  YORK  TIMES,  was 
made  even  more  beautiful  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  the  new  sculptured  iron  gates  at 
both  the  Madison  Avenue  and  87th  Street 
entrances,  given  in  memory  of  Mr.  Emanual 
Stein  and  Mr.  Maurice  Peltz. 

The  gates,  taking  a  year  to  complete, 
were  made  by  the  P.A.  Fiebiger  Iron  Works 
of  New  York,  one  of  the  few  in  America 
engaging  in  this  art.  The  Hebrew  letters  at 
the  top  of  the  gates  form  the  words  of 
Psalm  118,  verse  19,  “Open  the  gates  of 
righteousness  for  me.”  The  lettering  was 
done  by  Brooke  Roberts  of  Tiverton, 
Rhode  Island,  who  is  also  responsible  for 
the  lettering  on  the  stone  of  the  facade 
facing  Madison  Avenue. 

The  medallions  on  the  gates  portray  a 
tree,  a  rampant  lion,  the  Star  of  David, 
the  lulav,  the  palm  branch,  and  the  etrug, 
the  citron,  and,  lastly,  a  crown. 

The  tree  represents  the  Tree  of  Life, 
suggesting  our  belief  in  the  eternal  life 
of  Judaism  and  of  the  Jewish  people 
when  linked  to  Torah,  as  the  verse  puts  it 
(Proverbs,  3:18),  “It  is  a  tree  of  life  to 
those  who  hold  fast  to  it.” 

The  lion  is  the  Lion  of  Judah,  symboliz¬ 
ing  the  eternal  strength  of  the  Jewish 
people.  The  Star  of  David  links  us  with 
the  ancient  Jewish  kingdom  over  which 
David  reigned  and  with  the  state  of  Israel 
today.  The  lulav  and  etrog  are  used  on 
Sukkot,  called  “The  Festival  of  Our  Re¬ 
joicing.”  Hence,  they  speak  of  the  joy 
and  the  beauty  in  Jewish  tradition  and 
religious  practice.  The  crown  represents 
the  crown  of  Torah  and  also  is  a  reminder 
of  the  teaching  in  Pirke  Avot  that  there 
are  three  crowns:  the  crown  of  royalty, 
the  crown  of  priesthood  and  the  crown  of 
learning,  but  the  crown  of  a  good  name 
surpasses  them  all.  It  symbolizes,  most  of 
all,  our  recognition  that  God  alone  is  king 
and  that  we  accept  His  rule  over  us. 

Every  part  of  the  gates  is  the  result 
of  artistic  design  and  fashioning,  including 
the  exact  matching  of  the  gate  panels  and 
special  locks  of  the  style  once  used  in 
European  castles.

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Music  That  Lives!:  Part  II 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  BULLETIN,  I 
began  a  thoughtful  “response”  to  an  indict¬ 
ment  leveled  at  Hazzanim  which  appeared 
in  a  recent  Newsweek  Magazine  article.  I 
would  like  to  continue  that  response  with 
the  question:  Are  the  unique  traditions 
and  cantorial  chants  of  the  synagogue  dis¬ 
appearing  and  dying?  I  think  not.  Both 
Conservative  and  Reform  cantorial  schools 
have  larger  enrollments  today  than  in  the 
past  with  student  bodies  of  dedicated  and 
talented  men  and  women. 

However,  what  I  do  see  as  a  problem  is 
the  lack  of  opportunity  for  young,  un¬ 
affiliated  Jews  to  be  exposed  to  the  musical 
heritage  of  our  people.  Clearly,  Jewish 
music  is  one  of  our  most  valuable  links 
to  those  past  communities  of  our  collec¬ 
tive  history.  The  more  we  know  of  that 
music,  the  better  we  can  understand  who 
and  what  we  are  as  Jews.  At  one  time  the 
synagogue  worship  service  was  the  primary 
as  well  as  the  best  source  for  that  educa¬ 
tional  experience.  It  is  no  longer  true 
because  so  many  young  Jews  find  them¬ 
selves  far  removed  from  the  synagogue. 
Also,  with  the  shortened  worship  service 
that  exists  in  many  synagogues  today,  it  is 
feasible  to  dedicate  only  a  very  small  part 
of  any  service  to  music  for  aesthetic  pur¬ 
poses  alone. 

Therefore,  I  believe  the  time  has  come 
for  the  musical  treasures  of  our  people, 
both  past  and  present,  to  reach  the  general 
community  through  additional  avenues. 
Recordings,  television,  the  concert  hall, 
these  are  all  logical  and  valuable  sources 
for  the  ever-increasing  pleasurable 
experience  of  hearing  Jewish  music.
